SCRIPT in North Adams for several years, 
editor and publisher of the Berkshire 
County Eagle at Pittsfield, Mass., and 
from 1851 to 1859 edited and published the 
Claremont Eagle. 
He was engrossing 


clerk in the New Hampshire legislature 
in 1856 and 1857, state insurance commis- 
sioner for three three years following 
1849, and associate editor of the American 
Stock Journal published in New York for 
four years. He also compiled the New 
Hampshire Register three years, was gen- 
eral recruiting officer in 1861 for Sullivan 
county, and afterwards military secretary 
to the war committee of the governor's 
council. He prepared Claremont's war 
history, "New Hampshre in the Great 
Rebellion," and various other works, in- 
cluding Eastman's Eastern Coast Guide 
Book. He was major of the twentieth 
regiment, New Hampshire militia, and 
was appointed brigade inspector in 1875. 
His golden wedding was celebrated on 
September 10, 1893. He leaves a widow 
and five children.

FIRST OF AN MMS1W SERIES. 


The Church and Its Work for Humanity 


The Crisis It is Undergoing. The 


Test Not Theology, But Hu- 


manity. Church's Due. 


The first of a series of lectures to be 


given under the auspices of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew was given last night 
by Bev. A. B. Church, pastor of the Uni- 
versalist church, in Bt. John's parish 
house. Rev. J. C. Tebbetts, who was in- 
strumental in arranging for lectures, in- 
troduced Mr. Church and said a few words 
about the plan of lectures and the pur- 
pose. There was a fair-sized audience 
and much interest was taken in what the 
speaker said as was shown by the ques- 
tions put to him and the general discus- 
sion that was had at the close of the ad- 
dress. Among tbosS who will speak in 
the futare are C. W. j)ennett on "Capital 
and Labor," George,W. Chase on "Y. M. 
C. A. Work" and C. *P. Ralston on "The 
Social Power of the Press." 


The subject announced for Mr. Church 


was <!The Social Power of the Church," 
but his discourse would indicate a slightly 
modified title. 
He considered " T(ie 


church what it is; the church, what de- 
manded of it; the church today and its 
work, and the obligations of the people of 
the church. To show what the church is 
Mr. Church recommends the study of its 
history 
and 
by 
that 
he 
thinks 


something of its future maybe foreseen. 
The spirit that became reincarnated at 
Pentecost was through the church to be- 
come the mighty social power and reve- 
lator. Tho church, has been the center of 
the promulgation of democracy through 
Christ's love. The reformation shock that 
rent Roman eccleaiasticism had the spirit- 
ual force in it that has revolutionized the 
social life and work. 
The spirit of 


Christianity has been the life center of our 
social progress, and the Christian church 
has been the foundation, moving power 
and bulwark of our social structure. 


There is today a transition of social life. 


The church is in it and is passing through 
a crisis. The masses look with grave 
doubts to the church to see whether it 
will stand or give way. The test is not so 
much a theological as it is a humanitarian 
one, not so much what is preached as it 
is what is done for humanity. By answer- 
ing these questions in the spirit of Christ 
under the changing demands of the age 
the church only can find a reason for its 
existence. 


How it is meeting these demands Mr. 


Church would have us look to th"e church's 
work in this-crjrnmunity and the Christian 
world and learn, Reflfect on the utter- 
ances from the pulpit,'in this place and 
examine the lives -of the pastors. Think 
of the different Christian agencies in the 
form of church societies and allied organ- 
izations that are working unselfishly to the 
same great end and then what the church 
is doing to meet the demands. In showing 
the sacrificial work of the church the 
speaker instanced the many- great organ- 
izations in tbis country and England like 
Berkley temple and spoke of their efforts. 
put forth for humanity even without the 
tax that the most laudable benevolent or- 
ganizations demand. 


Concluding his exposition of the great 


Christian work Mr. Church inquired what 
the community owes the church consider- 
ing all this? The church at least is due re- 
spect and it should have co-operation and 
support. 
He dwelt considerably upoa 


this debt to the church and showed very 
forcibly how little the church is credited 
with what it does and how little in return 
is given by those who reap from it very 
great benefits. 
These are social sponges.

It was a long journey lor a person in 


her condition to make, but the arrange- 
ments were such that it was made with 
the greatest comfort po sible and appar- 
ently Mrs. Fitzsimmons suflered no ill 
effects from it.

As Seen by the Boston Journal 


Man on a Recent 


Tour. 


THE STRUGGLE OF CROSBY'S LIFE. 


This is a Republican Year and Mr. Fuller 


Will Be the Next Sheriff of Berk- 


shire County. The "Two Johns" 


Have Made Enemies. 


In a recent issue the Boston Journal has 


the following letter which shows a good 
summing up of political conditions rela 
tive to this county's sheriff fight. The 
letter was dated from this town and is as 
follows: 


"The chief fight which interests the 


people of this section this tall will be that 
for iheriffof Berkshire county. 


"It is conceded here by Democrats, as 


well as Republicans, that Gov. Green- 
halge will poll an enormous vote, many 
Democrats announcing that they will 
support him in preference to their own 
candidate. 


"The sheriff fight, however, will be the 


hottest waged hfere for many a year, and 
the prospects are all in favor of the elec- 
tion of a Republican. 


"John Crosby has been sheriff here for 


a number of terms, and has thus far with- 
stood all efforts to dislodge him. Three 
years ago Charles W. Puller was the Re- 
publican candidate for sheriff, and he 
made a brilliant showing at the polls. He 
was only defeated by about 130 votes, 
where in the preceding sheriff election, 
Crosby was elected by about 1300 plu- 
rality. 


"Such a splendid showing as this gave 


the Republicans of the county strong 
courage, and they will next week again 
place Mr. Fuller in the field against Mr. 
Crosby, and they expect 
to see him 


elected. 


"Mr. Fuller is now chief of police of 


Nor I h Adams, and he has made a keen, 
alert and successful official in that capac- 
ity. Few men have shown more resource 
and diplomacy in a similar position, and 
he has unique qualifications for this re- 
sponsible and important position. He is a 
clean cut, sharp and energetic man, with 
a keen eye and a determined manner, and 
he is one of the most popular 
men in 


the 
county. 
His vote showed that 


clearly. 


"The county is undoubtedly consider- 


ably stronger Republican now than it was 
three years ago. At the last county elec- 
tion, in 1892, the Democracy in this state 
was nearly at flood tide. Today it is 
about as nearly at ebb tide. In that year 
William E. Russell carried the State for 
governor. This year, unless all signs fail, 
Governor Grednhalge will be re-elected 
by from 60,000 to 100,000. 


"So the chances of Mr. Fuller today are 


infinitely better than they were in 1892. 
The county normally is probably about 
500 Republican. 


" But the office of sheriff is one which 


carries with it a great deal' in the way of 
power and influence in politics. There 
are something like sixty deputies under 
Sheriff Crosby, nearly all of them Demo- 
,crots, and such a force is used up here for 
all it is worth. [ Every deputy is working 
for his superior. And it is not perfunctory 
work they are doing, but work for their 
official positions. All these deputies ex- 
ercise some influence and are able to con- 
trol some Republican votes through re- 
lationship, close friendship and possibly 
business relations. 


"Of course, the friends of Mr. Fuller do 


not underestimate the power wielded by 
the sheriff or its influence upon the elec- 
tion, but, having looked the problem over 
carefully and weighed all the factors en- 
tering the equation, they are convinced 
that they can elect him. 


"They do not forget that the son of Mr. 


Crosby is mayor of Plttsfleld, an impor- 
tant section of the county, and that he 
will naturally use hia -position to help re- 
elect his father sheriff. 


"But there are elements of weakness in 


this relationship. It has long been said 
in the countythat the family seemed to 
have an uncommon graft upon the party, 
and that it would be bettar for the De- 
mocracy if one or other of them were re- 
tired from public office. John C. Crosby 
was in the state senate, then he wont to 
congress for a term, and now he is serv- 
ing as mayor of Pittsfield. All this time 
his father was serving his county as 
sheriff. 


"But the friends of the two Crosbys 


have said that this was the carping criti- 
cism of jealous Democrats, who were not 
able to capture any ofthesa public snaps. 
This may be true, but it is not difficult to 
see that a good many Democrats have be- 
come somewhat fatigued in laboring to 
keep the "two Johns in office so long. 


"It is recognized that both John and 


John C. are moat companionable men,and 
men popular and pleasant. 
But even 


popular men pall upon the public taste af- 
ter a certarn lapse of time. This seems to 
be about the conditions of things now in 
Berkshire county. 


"Besides that, it is said that Mayor 


Crosby has offended a great many people 
in Pittsfleld since he was elected Mayor, 
as any man in a municipal office is more 
than liable to do, and this, too, will count 
against the sheriff. 


"There has not been the best feeling for 


two or three years between John C. 
Crosby and Hon. A. C. Houghton of this 
town, but there is no evidence that it has 
extended to Sheriff Crosby. So fur as any 
one can see, Mr. Houghton has taken no 
part in thjs contest, although &orao of the 
overzealons friends of the sheriff have 
tried to make it so appear, and there is uo 
ground for supposing that he will do so. 
Mr. Houghton is a Democrat, who stands 
high in the councils ofiiis party, and he 
has always been a liberal contributor to 
the campaign funds, State and national. 


"Looking at the situation in a judicial 


way, there seems no reason to discount 
the expectations of Republicans, that 
Charles \V. Fuller will be the next sheriff 
of Berkshire county. 
Eve.n Democrats 


who favor the re-election of Mr. Crosby 
most zealously admit that he has before 
him the fight of his life."

CONFUSION OF DIRT AND DINNER. 


Must See to the Purity of the Water, 


Nevertheless. No Pullutcd Water; 


No Fever. 
Regarding Infec- 


tion from Milk. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—In yesterday's 


issue of the TRANSCRIPT an article ap- 
peared beaded "Milk May Be a Source," 
making statements which, in justice to 
our milk dealers, who cannot very well 
move their farms from the river, should 
be corrected. 
Milk does not become 


contaminated with typhoid germs from 
water drank by cows. When the disease 
is conveyed in milk it is through the 
medium of polluted water which has been 
uaed to wash the cans and other vessels 
containing the milk. It is important that 
this fact should be thoroughly understood. 


[n regard to our present epidemic of ty- 


phoid fever, Prof. Sedgwic^i gave it as his 
opinion that it is caused by "secondary 
infection," and as this is a term not well 
understood by laymen, I may perhaps be 
pardoned for quoting from a report made 
by Prof. Sedgwick of an epidemic of this 
character which occurred in Bandsvillei 
Mass., in 1S92. "In the course of the in. 
vestigation I had already observed some 
striking examples of the possible meth- 
ods of secondary infection." 
"and I therefore made a careful study of 
the dates of the several cases and of the lo- 
cal sanitary conditions. As a result I was 
finally forced to conclude that from one 
imported case, favored by the peculiar 
constitution of the little community and 
its habits, the disease had slowly spread 
by secondary infection." 
' 
" The 


adults of the two nationalities in this little 
community live in friendly, but not inti- 
mate relations; the children, on the other 
hand, play constantly together and wan- 
der freely from house to house; they are 
are at home in all of the houses in which 
there are any children." * 
"Chil- 


dren abound; and as there are no fences* 
and because it is the custom, they mingle 
freely, playing together and passing from 
house to house. 
The families are of 


that 
grade 
in 
which 
food 
always 


stands upon 
the 
table; 
meals 
are 


irregular except for those who must obey 
the factory bell. 
The children play 


awhile, then visit the privies, and with 
unwashed hands finger the food upon the 
table, then they eat awhile and return to 
play." 
• "I have seen so often 


the table of food standing, hours long in 
the kitchen and serving as one station in 
the dirty round of lives like these, that it 
is easy for me to understand how dirt, 
diarrhoea and dinner too often get tadly 
confused. Personal filth is apparently the 
principal agent of secondary infection." 
, 
, 
< "The importer while in the early 


stages handles with unclean hands food 
for others; or the clothing of such a per- 
son gets infected and is handled; there 
need be then no difficulty in completing 
the history. It follows as a matter of 
course. I have been thus speciHe in this 
case because I am firmly persuaded that 
many so called 'sporadic' appearances 
originate in these ways." 


Of course I have not given Prof. Sedg- 


wick's report in full, but the above ex- 
tracts are sufficient to show what is 
meant by "secondary infection," and the 
information given then cannot be too 
widely disseminated, because, as I have 
recently stated in your columns, the cases 
of persons who are commonly supposed 
to have "caught" the disease from the 
vitiated air of the sick room, are really 
cases of secondary infection, and cm by 
the exertion of common precautions in 
regard to cleailiness, be prevented. If, as 
is believed by Prof. Sedgwick, the typhoid 
fsver at present in North Adams is due to 
the abo%-e causes, nothing is easier than to 
destroy it, but it is not any the less obli- 
gatory upon us to look to the purity of 
our water supply, for while the disease is 
in our midst there is danger of water con- 
tamination tliat the vast majority of ty 
phoid fever epidemics come. In fact it 
may be said that if there was no polluted 
water, there would soon be no typhoid 
fever.

As he had an 
engagement <>n Tue-nl.vy evening to dine 
with Chnncvllor McDowell of tho Univer- 
sity of Denver, he was simply notified on 
Tuesday afternoon that a warrant was out 
for iiis iirr-.'st, uiul that he must consider 
himself in tli« hands of tho government. 


The formal arrest was not made until 


Wednesday, %\hen he appeared before tho 
United States coinmif,sionor in Denver 
aud was held in $100,) bail, which was fur- 
nished. The accused minister denounces 
the charges against him as "false and 
malicious," and declares that his enemies 
are responsible for them. 


It is understood that n special meeting 


of the North A veil tie church will bft held 
at once to taho action in the matter. A 
postoflice inspector from Boston has gone 
on to take charge of Mr, Smith and to 
bring him back to this city. He will prob- 
ably be here the flr^t of next week. 


Tiny loelinjf In Cambridge. 


Some comment has been inado in Cam- 


bridge, especially by the friends of Mr. 
Smith, on the way in which tho arrest was 
brought about. It was known, they sav, 
that he would return to Cambridge next 
week and resume his place in the North 
Avenue church, where he was to preach 
again a week from next Sunday. 
They 


were inclined to criticise the hasty action 
of the authorities, as they termed it. 


United States District Attorney Hoar 


simply says that he is employed to do the 
work of the government, and" that the 
manner in which it has been conducted 
in this case does not warrant any crit- 
icism. Tho warrant for the arrest was ap- 
plied for and granted while the authori- 
ties still believed that the minister was in 
Cambridge. They did not know that he 
had gone to Denver with the expectation 
of receiving: a call to a church there when 
they placed the warrant in the hands of a 
United States marshal. Having taken the 
initiatory steps then, the district attorney's 
office decided to send tho warrant on to 
the officers in Denver, with the result 
which has followed. 


What Conviction Means. 


The grand jury began to hear the evi- 


dence in the case Wednesday, and several 
•witnesses were examined. The penalty 
on conviction of the crime of sending scur- 
rilous postal cards through the mails is a 
fine not exceeding $5000, or imprisonment 
at hard labor for not'more than five years, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. 


There is naturally considerable excite* 


mont in the North Avenue church over 
this outcome of tho troubles thero, and a 
good deal of interest is also taken in the 
matter outside of the circle of church 
members. Tho accused pastor has nuniy 
friends, aud they are outspoken in their 
belief in lu's complete innocence of the 
charge. 


Those who were not so completely on 


the pastor's, side in the former troubles 
feel that the United States district attorney 
aud the posloHice inspectors know their 
business, aud that they would not have 
ordered the arrest unless the evidence se- 
cured seemed strong enough to them to 
warrant it.

Formal Demand For Release 


of the Prisoner 


May Be Based Upon Two Important Points but 


Recently Discovered. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. IS.—Mrs. Waller, her 


three daughters and son arrived here to- 
day to endeavor to persuade tho govern- 
ment to take action toward securing her 
husband's release. 


Mrs. 
Waller has said she had several in- 


terviews at Marseilles with the representa- 
tive of the United States government, but 
obtained little satisfaction. She left Mada- 
gascar bept. W, and since Oct.. 2 has been 
in ignorance of her husband's fare until 
pilots boarded the ship Wednesday. Mrs. 
Waller talked freely in New York of her 
husband's casa. She said: 


"First o£ all, I am told that Minister 


Kustis lias been criticised by those who 
sympathize with my husband, and I want 
1o correct any false impression that may 
have obtaiuud. Mr. Eustis treated ns and 
is treating my huxbaud with the utmost 
consideration and tenderness. He exerted 
every possible inQueuce for our assistance 
and benefit. 


"I do not think my husband will live » 


year in the French prisons, for he was sick 
a whole y< ar before his arrest on March S3 
last. lie had fever, contracted at Lima- 
tare, and is now qultfe feeble in health, 
though only 47 years okl. Ho has only an 
hour or so of exercise each day. in charge 
of a keeper of the prison, which is scveu 
hours by rail from Paris, in the north of 
France. 
"aly husband was charged with treason; 


with aiding to arm the Hovas, and it was 
set up that the grant of concession of 225 
square miles of land in the southwest 
part of the island of Madagascar was the 
price he received for aiding the Malagassy. 


"Now, in fact, the deed of gift was given 


months prior to the alleged acts of the 
treason, and I have forwarded to Secretary 
Olney documentary evidence sufficient to 
completely prove the innocence of Sir. 
Waller." Two Important Points. 


It has been understood all along that 


the fate of ex-Consul Waller hinged on 
the proceedings 
of the 
court-martial 


which sentenced him, and, therefore, 
the state department has directed its 
efforts mainly to securing a copy of the 
record of the court. Now, that the record 
is in Paris, a careful examination of the 
document has been made, aud already 
there have been developed some points 
that in the end may form the basis of a 
demand for the release of the prisoner. 


In at least two points it has boon found 


that the proceedings of the court-martial 
were in violation of tho French law, and 
if such a cuse arose in the United States 
this would be sufficient ground for the 
setting aside of the proceedings and the 
sentence and the release of Waller. In 
the first place the court was componed of 
five officers, whereas the French military 
regulations are said to require at least 
seven persons to sit on the court. 


But more important' than this, it has 


been discovered that Waller was not really 
tried us charged, but that as the trial pro- 
gressed evidence was taken on another 
charge not included in the original mat- 
ter, and that it w.us upon what might be 
called a supplementary but irregular 
charge that Waller was convicted. 


Aside from the other points in the case, 


this matter of irregularity of the proceed- 
ings may in the end go far to make up the 
cause of our government as presented 
through Ambassador Eustis.

Terms, However, Are Not Up 


to the Standard 


But Best Possible Without Creating Breach 


Between England and Russia. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, • Oct. 18.— An Iracle 


was promulgated yesterday announcing 
that the sultnu signet he Armenian re- 
form scheme demanded by the powers. 


The newspaptirs here publish the fol- 


lowing official conunuuicatipn: 


"His majesty, the sultan, whose con- 


stant desire has always been to curry ont 
reforms adapted to circumstances and cal- 
culated to secure the well-being of his sub- 
jects, decided that reforms shall be intro- 
duced in all the provinces of the empire, 
and, first of all, m the province o£ Ana- 
tolia. These reforms will meet the wauts 
of the population and the exigencies of 
the situation. 


"All, will be within the limits of exist- 


ing laws and regulations based on the 
Hatte Hnuuiyoun of Gulkhsuich. They 
will comprise the increase and reorganiza- 
tion of the gendarmerie and police, and 
amelioration of administrative and judicial 
branches of ilie service." 


All the papers emphasize the principle 


of the equality of all subjects, and appeal 
to the sultan to see that no distinctions are 
made. Snltan'a Troubles Not Ended. 


LOXDGN", Oct., IS.—An editorial in The 


Times this morning says: It will prob- 
ably be too much to expect the extension 
of the Armenian reforms to other portions 
of the Turkish empire, yet nothing would 
more powerfully consolidate the sultan's 
real authority. 


The Chronicle's Constantinople cor- 


respondent snys: The snltan has so feared 
exasperating Mussulmans by consenting 
to the reforms that the minister was 
obliged to implore him to sign the docu- 
ment. I fear that English opinion will bo 
greatly disappointed when the terms of 
the reform scheme become known. But 
nothing better could be obtained without 
the appearance of the British fleet in the 
Dardanelles, which would have involved 
the instant disruption of the triplp entente 
(between K.ngliiud, Russia and Stance), 
und probably a Russian ocoup.itiou of | 
Armenia. 


Sir Philip Currio, therefore,. has done 


the best possible without causing a serious 
breach between England and Russia. This 
temporary solution, however, will not save 
the sultan from an outbreak of dangerous 
anti-dynastic feeling, of which the sultan 
•will probably bo the victim. 


The Chronicle believes that the British 


fleet will remain at Lemnos, in the .ZEgean 
sea, which is about SO rnilss from the 
mouth of the Dardanelles, until adequate 
guarantees for the execution of the Arme- 
nian reforms have been given. 


The Daily Now,s (Liberal organ), com- 


menting on the same subject, presumes 
that the powers have accepted a Mussul- 
man, instead of a Christian, high commis- 
sioner. If so, says the Daily News, it will 
be a sevci^e disappointment to Armenia's 
best friends. Ic is,evident that the con- 
cert of the powers has been more apparent 
than real.

Blake, Jason B'.ake, Prince Graves and 
William Frazier were convicted last even- 
ing of tho murder of Raymond Meader on 
Aug. 9 last. William Blake was recom- 
mended to the mercy of the court, and his 
sentenco was life imprisonment.

other three were sentenced to be hanged on 
the 6th of December next. There was dis- 
satisfaction at the jury's recommendation 
to mercy of William Blake. Ho was ac- 
cordingly taken from the sheriff by a mob 
and lynched.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The president 


has awarded a silver vase witli onyx base 
to Captain Joiianjean of the French bark 
Psyche for effecting the rescue of irmen 
from the Americ'vn schooner W. W. 
Crapo, burned in Chili, July 2,1805. Ho 
has awarded a similar vase to Captain 
Soderlund of the Russian bark Saari, for 
rescuing the captain and crew of the 
American schooner Mary E. Anisden, Feb. 
26,1895. 


Fighting In Syria. 


BEYHOOT, Syria, Oct. 18.—Conflicts in 


the Lebanon district have taken place be- 
tween the Druses and Mutualis. in which 
men have been killed on both sides. 
Finally, the 
Mutualis assembled 4000 


armed men near Sidon with the intention 
of attacking the Druses. The latter there- 
upon appealed to their co-religionists in 
Haurnn, who are preparing to send 8000 
men to the assistance of the Druses. 


Great Men Involved. 


ST. JOHN'S. N. F., Oct. 18.—The reve- 


nue board is appalled at the extent of the 
smuggling revelations, and it is believed 
would willingly abandon the prosecution 
now, owing to the class of persons in- 
volved.
